With their Immediate needs, such 


as board and lodging provided tor, the 
next attention to bo given the men 
will be to supply them with clothing 
of which they are badly 
In 
want., 


Their chief interest at first was In 
something to eat and almost Immed- 
iately alter their arrival they attack- 
ed with spirit such meals as the sym- 
pathetic hotel keepers provided. Be- 
tween biles they told of the severe- 
treatment to which they were sub- 
ject In the German prison camps at 
is'eustrollu and Dulmeii and tlrandcn- 
bttrg. whete they bad been succesa-i 
ively Interned after being brought Into 
Swtnemunde on the Ynrrowdale and 
where they as Americans, they said, 
•were apparently singled out from all 
others. During their stay

many th«y reported they had subsist- 
ed on one allowance of soup dally and 
had made their., long journey to tht< 
border on one such "meal." .
